Mass  in  Fieldhouse  Opens  School  Year 


St.  Joseph’s  gridders  will  be  try¬ 
ing  for  an  Indiana  conference  win 
when  they  meet  Ball  State  on 
Saturday  at  2  p.m.  Ball  State  and 
St.  Joseph’s  have  met  15  times 
since  1924,  the  Pumas  took  seven 
of  the  games  and  tied  in  three 
others.  St.  Joseph’s  won  last 
year’s  game,  22-8.  The  Pumas  tied 
for  third  in  the  Indiana  Collegiate 
Conference  race  last  year,  while 
their  Homecoming  opponents 
wound  up  in  a  tie  for  sixth  place. 

This  20th  annual  Homecoming 
game  will  be  an  important  one 
for  St.  Joseph’s;  it  could  well  de¬ 
termine  this  year’s  slot  in  the  ICC 
standings. 

Puma  seniors  are  planning  to 
make  the  Homecoming  weekend  a 
big  blow-out.  In  cooperation  with 
the  Student  Council  and  other 
campus  clubs,  the  senior  class  of 
St.  Joseph’s  is  striving  to  give 
the  returning  alumni  a  weekend 
to  remember.

Dr.  Duggan 
Receives  Ph.D 

Francis  X.  Duggan,  assistant 
professor  of  English  at  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  college,  received  a  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  Degree  from  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  at  the 
University’s  204th  commencement 
in  Philadelphia  on  June  15. 

Dr.  Duggan,  who  studied  in  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at  the 
University,  received  his  Bachelor 
of  Arts  degree  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Notre  Dame  in  1948,  and 
his  Master  of  Arts  degree  from 
Pennsylvania  in  1950.

and  is  a  candidate  for  the  Ph.D. 
in  economics  at  the  University  of 
Indiana. 

Stanley  Koziol,  who  received  an 
M.A.  in  accounting  at  North¬ 
western  this  year,  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  as  an  instructor  in  ac¬ 
counting.

Fr.  Joseph  Otte,  C.PP.S.,  asso¬ 
ciate  professor  and  chairman  of 
the  department  of  accounting,  will 
resume  his  post  after  a  year’s 
leave  of  absence.  Father  Otte  re¬ 
ceived  the  M.B.A.  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Michigan  in  1942. 

Mrs.  Ralph  Cappuccilli.  who  re¬ 
ceived  her  A.B.  and  A.M.  from 
the  University  of  Toledo,  will 
teach  introductory  Spanish. 

Absent  on  leave  this  year  are 
Fr.  Bernard  J.  Meiring,  C.PP.S., 
former  guidance  director  and  in¬ 
structor  in  education  who  is  work¬ 
ing  on  his  Ph.D.  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  California;  Fr.

Dr.  Morell 
Writes  Book 

Robert  W.  Morell,  Ph.D.,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  department  of  business 
administration  at  St.  Joseph’s 
College,  has  been  appointed  con¬ 
sulting  editor  by  the  Bruce  Pub¬ 
lishing  Company  (Milwaukee)  of 
a  new  textbook  series  which  will 
attempt  to  cover  the  fields  of 
management,  marketing,  finance, 
economics,  accounting,  and  sta¬ 
tistics.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  Bruce 
Publishing  Co.  and  Dr.  Morell  to 
develop  a  list  of  titles  in  these 
fields  which  will  stand  as  a  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  existing  litera¬ 
ture  and  will  add  to  the  prestige 
of  St.  Joseph’s  College  and  the 
Bruce  Publishing  Company. 

The  first  book  in  the  new 
series  is  Dr.  Morell's  text  (June, 
1960)  entitled  “Managerial  Deci¬ 
sion  Making.’’  Dr.  Morell’s  text 
offers  the  principles  of  rational 
method  for  business  decision¬ 
making;  it  also  includes  case 
studies  to  give  the  reader  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  solution  of  typical 
managerial  problems. 


Its  Official-Si 
Enrollment  Sets 
Another  Record 

Full.  That’s  the  word  which 
most  accurately  describes  St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  residence  halls  as  the  new 
school  year  swings  into  high  gear. 
As  the  students  returned  on  Sept. 
14  it  was  evident  that  St.  Joe’s 
campus  was  host  to  a  record  num¬ 
ber  of  hopeful  students.  The  facts 
have  now  been  collected  to  prove 
what  was  evident  to  most  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  first. 

Their  are  now  1,110  students 
attending  St.  Joseph’s  as  com¬ 
pared  to  1,088  last  year.  This  can 
be  broken  down  in  347  freshmen, 
307  sophomores,  183  juniors,  172 
seniors,  and  12  special  students. 

While  the  total  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  has  increased  there  were 
actually  fewer  new  students  ad¬ 
mitted  this  year  than  last.  There 
were  457  new  students  last  year, 
which  was  a  record  year,  and 
this  year  only  417  new  students 
were  admitted.  This  was  due  to 
the  large  number  of  returning 
students. 

Besides  the  crowded  dorms  St. 
Joe’s  has  63  day  students  and  23 
students  who  are  living  in  private 
homes  in  or  about  Rensselaer. 
There  are  also  57  seminary  stu¬ 
dents  in  Xavier  hall. 

St.  Joseph’s,  besides  having  a 
record  number  of  students,  also 
had  a  record  number  of  ap¬ 
plicants.  There  were  1133  pros¬ 
pective  students  who  applied  this 
year,  and  of  these  only  39%  or 
445  of  the  applications  were  ac¬ 
cepted  and  registered. 

While  the  overall  number  of 
students  increased,  the  number 
of  female  students  showed  a  de¬ 
crease — from  23  last  year  to  22 
this  year.  Should  this  decrease 
prevail,  by  1983  St.  Joe  will  once 
again  be  a  men  only  institution.

Ralph  Parker  writes,  “Noticed 
the  tennis  article  in  the  April 
Contact  regarding  the  revival 
of  tennis  and  the  observation  that 
tennis  had  never  been  very  success¬ 
ful  at  St.  Joe.  It  might  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  the  present  students  and 
also  bring  back  a  few  memories  to 
the  old  timers  that  St.  Joe  had 
some  pretty  fair  athletic  teams, 
tennis  included,  around  1942.  The 
tennis  team  in  1942  missed  annex¬ 
ing  the  Indiana  Conference  crown 
by  losing  the  last  match  of  the 
season  2-5  to  DePauw  after  having 
beaten  Butler,  Indiana  State,  and 
Wabash  twice,  all  by  identical  4-3 
scores.  The  team  also  defeated 
non-conference  opponents  from  the 
University  of  Detroit,  Chicago 
Teachers  and  Illinois  State  Nor¬ 
mal.  A  quadrangular  meet  with 
Manchester,  Huntington,  and  Tay¬ 
lor  was  won  by  the  St.  Joe  squad. 
The  baseball  team  won  the  ICC 
championship  after  knocking  off 
Purdue  8-2  in  the  opening  warm¬ 
up  game.  (Incidentally,  the  1942 
baseball  squad’s  picture  in  the  1943 
annual  had  one  3rd  baseman  un¬ 
identified  —  Gil  Hodges,  ’45).  The 
football  squad  kept  pace  in  the 
fall  of  1942  by  extending  the  1941 
undefeated  skein  through  the  sec¬ 
ond  straight  year.”  (Mr.  Parker 
was  a  three  year  veteran  of  the 
tennis  team  by  1942  .  .  .  Ed.)

This  man  will  never 
mature  as  a  person,  because  he  has 
ignored  the  fact  he  is  a  social 
being.”  “Rather,”  he  said,  “I 

warn  you  not  to  become  the  man 
at  the  other  extreme  ...  a  sta¬ 
tistical  man,  who  measures  every¬ 
thing  by  what  everyone  else  is 
doing.”  Borrowing  a  term,  Dr. 

Ford  called  the  statistical  man  “a 
guy  with  a  full  belly,  an  empty 
mind,  and  a  hollow  heart.”

Pumas  Upset  Bulldogs 

lose  0-20  to  N.E.  Mo. 

Tie  DePauw  7-1 

Two  inspired  platoons  of  Pumas  scored  three  touch¬ 
downs  in  the  second  half  to  upset  heavily  favored  Butler, 
24-6,  October  1  in  the  Butler  Bowl,  before  a  crowd  of  close 
to  7000. 

Butler’s  14  game  winning  streak  appeared  to  be  safe 
when  they  marched  downfield  for  a  touchdown  the  first  time 


they  got  their  hands  on  the  bal 
the  game  was  dominated  by  the 
Pumas,  who  frustrated  Butler’s 
try  for  their  15th  win  in  a  row. 

The  Bulldogs  opened  the  scor¬ 
ing  by  driving  78  yards  to  paydirt 
the  first  time  they  had  the  ball. 
Halfback  Elmer  O’Banion  slashed 
the  last  ten  yards  for  the  T.D. 
Butler  only  managed  to  pick  up 
15  yards  rushing  after  their  T.D. 
march,  which  shows  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  Puma  defenders. 

Puma  rooters  had  to  wait  until 
the  second  quarter  when  Dave 
Beran  split  the  up-rights  for  a 
field-goal  from  25  yards  out, 
after  the  Bulldog’s  had  stopped 
the  Big  Red  on  the  9.  Another 
chance  was  given  the  Pumas  when 
fullback  George  Connelly  picked 
off  a  Bulldog  pass  on  the  Butler 
15.  The  Pumas  drove  within  the 
10  but  were  stopped  and  then 
watched  as  Beran  missed  an  at¬ 
tempted  field  goal.  In  the  closing 
minutes  of  the  first  half  the 
large  crowd  was  stunned  when 
Puma  guard  Vince  Goeddeke  leap¬ 
ed  over  a  Bulldog  defender  to 
block  a  punt  on  the  Butler  40. 

Marching  down  to  the  Puma 
17  the  Bulldog’s  lost  the  ball  on 
downs,  to  open  the  second  half. 
Starting  a  drive  of  their  own 
the  Pumas  drove  deep  into  Butler 
territory  only  to  have  Butler  half¬ 
back  Mickey  Seal  intercept  a 
Gardner  pass  on  the  1  yard  line 
and  return  it  to  the  5. 

Minutes  later  Puma  back  Den¬ 
nis  Houlihan  intercepted  a  pass 
on  the  Butler  20  and  returned  it 
to  the  11.  The  Pumas  were  pre¬ 
viously  stopped  three  times  inside 
the  Butler  ten  but  were  not  to  be 
denied  this  time  as  they  drove  to 
the  two,  from  where  George  Con¬ 
nelly  scored  the  touchdown. 


.  But  after  the  first  touchdown 

In  the  4th  quarter  Madden’s 
punt  from  the  Butler  48  was 
touched  by  the  Bulldog’s  Carr,  on 
the  2.  Carr  failed  to  gain  posse¬ 
sion  and  Puma  tackle  Vic  Roos 
fell  on  it.  Connelly  plunged  over 
from  the  1  yard  line.  Beran  added 
the  extra  point. 

A  fresh  unit  of  Pumas  held 
the  Bulldog’s,  thus  forcing  them 
to  punt  to  the  St.  Joe  38,  from 
where  the  Pumas  started  their 
last  TD  drive.  Houlihan  capped 
the  march  by  going  the  final  25 
yards  for  the  score.  Beran  added 
his  third  extra  point. 

Hard  charging  George  Connelly 
led  the  Puma  ground-gainers  with 
68  yards  of  the  Pumas  total  of 
226  yards  rushing.  He  averaged 
3.16  yards  per  carry.  John  Miro¬ 
cha,  promising  sophomore,  picked 
up  53  yards,  while  averaging  5.88 
yards  per  carry.  Piero  gained  45 
yards  for  an  average  of  4.09.  Pu¬ 
ma  quarterback  Ralph  Gardner 
again  had  a  .500  average  as  he 
completed  5  out  of  ten  passes. 

ST.  JOSEPH’S  vs.  N.E.  MO. 

It  was  a  sad  day  at  Pumaville 
Sept.  18  as  N.  E.  Missouri, 
led  by  spectacular  Dale  Mills, 
took  a  20-0  victory  over  St.  Joe. 
Mills  himself  put  the  Pumas 
through  the  mill  as  he  gained  a 
total  of  159  yards.  The  punchless 
Pumas  were  deep  in  Missouri 
territory  several  times  but  failed 
to  take  advantage  of  the  op¬ 
portunity.

Bulletin  .  .  .  Oct.  8— The  Whea¬ 
ton  Crusaders  dumped  the  St.  Joe 
Pumas  today,  by  a  score  of  20-13. 
This  non-conference  loss  gave  St. 
Joe  a  1-2-1  record. 

A  leaky  pass  defense  and  three 
fumbles  on  the  part  of  the  Pumas 
enabled  the  Crusaders  to  score 
three  touchdowns  in  the  first  half. 
St.  Joe  scored  touchdowns  in  the 
second  and  third  quarters. 

The  stingy  Puma  line  gave  up 
only  76  yards  on  the  ground  but 
the  Crusaders  were  able  to  pile 
up  119  yards  through  the  air. 
Fullback  George  Connelly,  who 
scored  one  touchdown,  averaged 
5.5  yards  per  carry.  Halfback 
Bob  Piero,  who  scored  the  other 
Puma  touchdown,  averaged  4.8 
yards  per  carry. 


Late  in  the  second  quarter  Puma 
guard  Jim  Dempsey  recovered  a 
fumble  by  Missouri’s  Mills  deep 
in  Missouri  territory  but  the 
Pumas  were  unable  to  cross  the 
Bulldog  goal  line.  The  recovered 
fumble,  no  doubt,  was  the  Pumas’ 
biggest  break  of  the  first  half. 

Midway  through  the  fourth 
quarter  Mills  skirted  around  end 
for  5  yards  and  the  touchdown. 
Miller  again  booted  the  extra 
point.  Minutes  before  the  game 
ended  the  Pumas  seemingly  had 
Missouri  quarterback  Jack  Ball 
trapped  deep  in  his  own  backfield 
only  to  see  him  weave  in  and  out 
for  29  yards  and  another  T.  D. 
The  try  for  the  conversion  was 
blocked  by  the  rugged  Dempsey. 
ST.  JOSEPH’S  vs.  DEPAUW 
St.  Joe  opened  the  ICC  season 
at  Pumaville  Sept.  'Z4  with  a  7-7 
tie  against  the  DePauw  Tigers. 
The  hard  charging  Puma  line 
held  DePauw  to  a  very  low  total 
of  63  yards  gained  and  only  2 
first  downs.  Throughout  the  af¬ 
ternoon  the  Tiger  quarterbacks 
were  harassed  by  the  aggressive 
Pumas. 

The  first  half  was  mostly  a 
battle  of  determined  defensive 
lines.  Early  in  the  first  quarter, 
DePauw’s  Perry  Gillette  blocked 
a  punt  on  the  Puma  19.  But  the 
threat  was  halted  when  DePauw 
quarterback  Rubush  fumbled  and 
Puma  end  Mick  Byrne  recovered. 

Lighting  fast  action  highlighted 
the  second  quarter.  Puma  tackle 
Dennis  Mudd  made  the  DePauw 
quarterback  eat  the  ball  on  two 
successive  plays  for  a  total  of 
20  yards.  Ralph  Gardner,  Puma 
Q.B.,  stopped  a  DePauw  drive  by 
intercepting  a  pass  on  the  Puma 
11  yard  line  after  DePauw  had 
picked  up  a  bad  pass  from  center 
on  the  Puma  20.  A  Puma  drive 
late  in  the  first  half  ended  when 
an  attempted  field  goal  by  Beran 
was  blocked  by  DePauw’s  Gillette. 

DePauw  opened  the  scoring  in 
the  third  quarter  when  halfback 
Sketters  lateraled  to  Morrison  on 
the  6,  Morrison  carrying  for  the 
touchdown.  The  play  covered  18 
yards.  Hart  kicked  the  extra 
point.  The  touchdown  was  made 
possible  by  a  punt  return  to  the 
Puma  24. 

St.  Joe’s  touchdown  late  in  the 
game  was  spearheaded  by  the 
hard  driving  fullback  George 
Connelly.  The  T.D.  march  started 
on  the  DePauw  47  and  was  cap¬ 
ped  as  Gardner  danced  into  the 
end  zone  from  the  7  yard  line.
